Twenty-one  licences  have  been  issued  during  the  year  under  Section  3 
of  the  Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1933  ,  mostly  for  the  purpose  of 
slaughtering  cottagers  pigs. 

Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  ,,ct»  1949. 

A  trained  Rodent  Operator  is  employed  by  the  Council.  His 
services  are  available  free  to  householders  and,  at  a  small  charge 
to  owners  Or  occupiers  of  business  premises. 

There  has  been  a  marked  increase  of  rodent  infestations  reported 
this  year,  but  the  block  treatment  of  villages  in  co-operation  with 
the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  is  proving  to  be  the  answer  to  dealing 
with  this  pest. 

Periodic  treatment  of  refuse  tips  is  necessary. 

Sewer  treatments  at  Thornton  Dale  have  also  been  carried  out.

MAINTENANCE 

There  was  no  serious  shortage  of  water  in  the  District 
during  the  year.  Eighteen  bursts  were  repaired  on  the  mains 
and  communication  pipes.  Most  of -the  work  was  carried  out 
by  direct  labour. 

CHLORINATION 

The  only  chlorinating  plant  in  the  area  which  serves 
Thojrnton  Dale  failed  during  the  year.  This  was  temporarily 

1 

repaired,  but  a  major  overhaul  was  necessary  and  completed 
on  the  12th  August,  1958. 

METERS. 

There  are  214  meters  in  operation  throughout  the  area. 

These  have  taken  considerable  time  to  maintain  and  read. 

Details  of  the  humber  of  houses  supplied  with  water  laid 
on  to  the  houses  or  premises  without  supplies  are  published 
on  the  tabulated  form  overleaf. 


Refuse  Collection. 


This  service  is  carried  out  by  direct  labour  throughout 
the  area.  Only  two  men  are  employed  on  this  work.  There 
are  22  villages  and  hamlets  visitud.  Fortnightly  collections 
are  made  in  the  parish  of  Thornton  Dale,  and  every  three  weeks 
in  the  remainder  of  the  district  except  in  special  cases 
where  six  weeks  is  practical  and  adequate.  One  Fordson 
Thames  3  ton  vehicle  is  used  for  this  service,  having  a 
capacity  of  7  cub.  yards,  and  purchased  by  the  Authority 
in  1930.  A  new  diesel  engine  was  fitted  during  the  year 
and  has  proved  considerable  advantage  both  in  performance 
and  reliability. 

The  disposal  of  refuse  throughout  the  area  is  by 
tipping  and  due  to  the  isolated  sites  long  hauls  are  necessary 
and  supervision  is  difficult.  Protective  clothing  is 
provided  by  way  of  boiler  suits,  waterproof  jackets,  gloves 
and  eyeshields  as  required. 

Salvage 

The  sale  of  waste  paper,  metals  etc. ,  during  the  year 
under  review  amounted  to  £101.  17s.  8d.  compared  with 
£119-  10s,  6d.  in  1958.  Your  "orkmen  are  to  be  complimented 
on  the  effort,  which  I  regret  to  say  will  not  be  repeated 
in  the  coming  year,  due  to  the  fact  no  more  waste  paper  is 
being  accepted  for  the  time  being  at  the  Mills. 

Sewerage 

The  two  sewerage  schemes  at  Thornton  Dale  and  Middleton 
have  continued  to  function  satisfactorily  during  the  year 
under  review.  Samples  taken  by  the  River  Pollution  Board 
have  been  generally  good,  but  continuous  attention  is  necessary 
to  maintain  these  works  in  good  order. 

Six  water  closets  have  been  installed  in  the  year  to 
replace  earth  closets  with  the  assistance  of  grant  under 
Section  47(4)  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1946. 

Open  Ditches,  Sewers,  Watercourses. 

In  many  instances  sewage  from  villages  is  discharged 
into  open  ditches.  These  are  cleaned  out  by  direct  labour 
as  far  as  possible.  Nuisances  arise  on  occasions;  particular 
reference  must  be  made  to  Newton,  where  there  is  not  a 
suitable  outfall.  Preparation  for  a  suitable  scheme  is 
being  carried  out  by  the  Consulting  Engineer  under  your 
directions,  to  serve  this  village. 

Public  Conveniences. 

Work  was  commenced  on  the  provision  of  public  lavatories 
in  the  village  of  Thornton  Dale.  These  are  the  first  in  the 
area  to  be  controlled  and  administered  by  the  Local  Authority. 


These  have  been  sited,  and  designed  to  accommodate 
the  needs  of  the  visiting  public  during  the  summer  months. 
Licensed  Premises 

Improvements  in  hygiene  and  sanitary  and  toilet 
facilities  have  been  carried  out  on  two  licensed  premises 
in  the  area  during  the  year. 

Food  Premises. 

Good  co-operation  has  been  received  from  various 
tradesmen  throughout  the  area  during  the  year,  and  shops 
have  been  improved  and  altered,  and  in  some  cases  re-fitted 
throughout.  Refrigeration  cabinets  and  protected  foods  are 
more  in  evidence. 

HOU SING. 

Four  houses  were  commenced  during  the  year  by  private 
enterprise  and  preparations  for  one  other  are  being  made. 

This  shows  an  increase  from  the  previous  year. 

There  were  no  houses  built  by  the  Local  Authority  during 
the  year  and  no  preparations  have  been  made. 

There  are  148  Council  houses  under  the  Control  of  the 
Local  Authority  scattered  over  15  villages.  Seventy  of 
these  houses  are  connected  to  a  ma in  sewerage  system, 
the  remainder  are  served  with  septic  tanks. 

Twelve  of  the  houses  were  painted  during  the  year.

FOR  THE  YEAR  1958 

The  Chairman  &  Members  of  the  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman  &  Members, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  of  the 
District  for  the  year  1958. 

All  tables  in  this  report  give  figures  for  the  Rural  Districts  Of 
Helmsley,  Kirk bymoor side,  Malton  and  Pickering  and  the  Urban  Districts  of 
Malton  and  Pickering.  The  statistical  data  shown  against  "All  Districts"  in 
this  report  relates  to  the  area  comprised  of  these  districts. 

Section  "A"  (Tables  I  to  XIV)  gives  statistics  relating  to 
population,  births  and  deaths.  Because  of  the  small  population  in  each  district 
it  will  be  noticed  that  there  are  marked  variations  between  districts.  For 
example  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate  for  Pickering  Urban  District  is  72.7  per 
1000  live  births,  England  and  Wales  22,5.  The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  for 
Pickering  Urban  District  for  the  years  1954  to  1958  inclusive  is  13.5  per 
1000  libe  births. 

Section  "B"  relates  to  Notifiable  Diseases  and  Tuberculosis.
